Stoy was unable to speak above a 


whisper, having been afflicted with 
vocal trouble for seven weeks. He 
sai dthat he is serving in the state 
penitentiary for forgery in Phelps 
county. 


He testified he was a resident of 
St. Louis county from 1927 to 1930 
that he knows O'Connor, Winkler'

Producing nearly twenty-five mil- 


lion chickens last year, Nebraska, 
sold fourteen million and consumed 
itself 
about nine million, A- E. 


Anderson, state und federal statis- 
tician, announced Tuesday In a sur- 
vey oi the state's poultry produc- 
tion. The 1930 production was set 
at 23,124,000 chickens. 


Nearly a billion eggs were pro- 


duced with a value of more than 
f o u r t e e n 
million dollars. The j 


chickens produced were valued at 
i 


more than thltreen and a half mil- i 
lion dollars for a total value of Ne- j 
bra-ska's poultry production esti- 
i 


mated at $27,731,000. 
I 
Despite the heavy production last 


year. Mr. Anderson reports that the 
14,773,000 chickens on farms at the 
close of 1930 was less than those on 
hand a year earlier. Likewise they 
were valued at 54 cents a head as 
compared with an 80 cent a head 
value at the close of 1929. The total 
value had fallen from more than 
eighteen millions to slightly less 
than twelve and a half million dol- 
lars.

To have changed generals in the heat 
of battle would have been equivalent to have sounded 
the retreat. There must fc»e no retreat; instead the 
order is to advance. And so with drums beating, with 
flags waving in the breeze, to the stirring battle ciy 
of the grand old party, the 
legions in the ranks have 


renewed the march on Washington, which must end 
in recapture in 1932.

The question arises very naturally as to just what 


Mr. Coolidge renounced. ^Certainly his sacrifice in 
brushing aside the overtures made in his direction in 
recent weeks was not as great as in 1928 when he re- 
fused to permit his name to go before the republican 
national convention. Then, he'was the heir apparent 
and there was no one to 
dispute his right, even 


though he had spent one term and part of another 
in the White House. But then the nation was tear- 
ing along at high speed on the broad and comfortable 
highway of prosperity. 


There was magic to that old formula which his or- 


ganization had employed for so long and so success- 
fully over a period of years: that to entrust the af- 
fairs of the nation to the republican party was to in-- 
sure a full dinner pail. Today it is a jest and a 
laugh. The voters—millions of them—have discov- 
ered there can be depression and hardship and suf- 
fering under a republican president just as easily as 
under democratic rule. Tbtey have found there is no 
economic omnipotence in tJie leadership and the poli- 
cies of the republican party. In that quiet, dry way 
of his. it would not be su.Tprising if Mr. Coolidge 
might not be discovered chuckling to himself while 
the telegraph wires hummeci with his words. 


Why should Mr. Coolidge, with the admiration, re- 


spect, and reverence of trie American people secure- 
ly in his grasp, gamble fo— what he knows, were he 
successful in gaining the republican nomination and 
election, is likely" to be low difficult, trying years? 
There is no spur of vindication to force him "into the 
race. Under him- the American people were happy, 
well-fed, well-clothed, ana 
employed fully at high 


wages. Neither he. nor hi? party had anything to do 
with that, if what has happened since then is to be 
excused and forcivcn. but ±2c sol credit for it and he 
left thc White House \wtii glamor and glorv attach- 
ing to his name. Four j-ears more in the light of 
present conditions could ac3d nothing to his prestige 
and they slight smash hiizi as badly as Mr. Hoover's 
fame as a business genius has been shattered. There 
is none of the incentive ol money to drive him on: 
he has a great plenty for rnss relatively simple tastes.

MUST SETTLE THEIR OWN DISPUTE. 


The white man has so many burdens to bear and 


perplexing economic difficulties to solve nowadays 
that he cannot give very much of his time and at- 
tention to the troubles afflicting his brown and black 
brothers overseas. For that reason, Prime Minister 
MacDonald of Great Britain declines to assume the 
rcle of umpire bstwesn racial and religious groups in 
India who cannot get together on the kind of govern- 
ment they want, and informs their representatives 
that they themcelves must find some basis of agree- 
ment before the colonial administration can take any 
definite steps in the matter. 


While Mahatma Gandhi is voicing a demand for 


self-rule-in India, it'appears that his idea of govern- 
ment of. for, and by the people is to put the control 
of the country's affairs into the hands of his own 
Hindu faction. That plan, however, is totally unac- 
ceptable to the 
78.000,000 Moslems who ^-onstituta 


nearly one-fourth of the total population, as well as 
to other minority groups. Agha Kahn. leader of the 
Mohammedans, is in London to spsak for them at 
the empire conference on Indian matters. 


A few years ago the British government was con- 


fronted with a similar problem in Ireland. One fac- 
tion insisted on a sinele home rule setup covering 
the whole island. The other, fearful of being over- 
ridden and tyrannized by the majority element, in- 
sisted on remaining under the central government at 
London. A solution was finally arrived at by giving 
the two parts of Ireland separate home rule. This 
psrmits each division to run its own affairs, and the 
two are getting along amicably with each other, where 
discord might have reigned otherwise. 


Something of the same sort may become necessary 


in India whenever home rule is extended to that 
country. The caste system which prevails there as a 
part of the Brahmin religion makes the situation 
much more difficult to handle. The lower classes of 
Hindus, scorned by the upper crust as "untouchable," 
make up the bulk of the Hindu population. They are 
so steeped in ignorance, poverty, and squalor as to be 
totally unfit for self-government; yet through them 
the Brahmins would run the country. The Moslems, 
naturally, would not wish to come under such domi- 
nation, and nobody can blame them. 


It must not be forgotten, either, that India con- 


tains a considerable population of Englishmen and 
other Caucasians, who up to this time have furnished 
most of the initiative and the necessary capital in 
developing the country's industries and trade. Their 
interests cannot be .overlooked. 


Though Gandhi's sincerity is undoubted, he is a 


crusader and not a man of practical ideas. He has 
devoted himself to an ideal rather than to workable 
plans for reforming the Indian government. He could 
accomplish more for his countrymen through co-op- 
eration with non-Hindu elements than by stubbornly 
insisting on a complete and radical turnover. 


DAIRYING A LIFE SAVER. 


Those Nebraska farmers who a decade ago em- 


barked in the dairy business and who have since been 
improving and enlarging their herds are now real- 
izing the wisdom of the more made by them. All 
along they have been receiving cash dividends on 
their investments, and now they find that'dairy prod- 
ucts are bringing comparatively higher prices than 
any other thing produced on the farm. 


A. E. Anderson, state and federal statistician, finds 


that on August 15, the index number paid producers 
for farm products was 75, as compared with 108 paid 
in August, 1930, and 143 two'years ago. 
The index 


number for dairy products was 91. as compared with 
63 for feed grains and 62 for wholesale prices for by- 
products and feeds. 


To be sure, as Mr. Anderson points out. dairy prod- 


ucts prices are still low, but they are relatively high, 
as compared with the general level of farm prices. 
Furthermore, there is reason to believe that they will 
be still further enhanced, for the per capita consump- 
tion of butter, cheese, evaporated and condensed milk 
is increasing and showed a notable advance during 
the last year. 


A dozen years ago Nebraska was scarcely thought of 


as a dairying state, but a number of public-spirited 
men who sensed the possibilities began and persist- 
ed in preaching dairy herd improvement, spending 
their own time and money in convincing the farmer 
that therein lay a source of good and steady income. 
The result has more than justified their predictions 
and now this state is one of the leaders in milk pro- 
duction. 


More and more the farm owner in this section is 


getting away from the exclusive corn and wheat idea 


j and is putting his trust in diversification.

1 overhead with the products Irom his dairy herd and 


j poultry flocks. These things have in large measure 


i made the condition of the Nebraska farmer during

Conference at Work. 


The matrimonial issue was con- 
sidered last night by a conference 
committee composed of reoresenta- 
tives of the house of bishops and 
the house of deputies. The results 
were expected to be announced in 
both houses today. 


The committee was named after 


the house of bishops had rejected 
two proposed canons from the house 
of deputies and the deputies had re- 
fused to concur on two substitutes 
offered by the bishops. 


Differences of opinion were large- 


ly technical. 
The deputies favor 


mandatory ecclesiastical courts to 
consider matrimonial cases. The 
bishops would leave establishment 
of such courts to the discretion of 
the diocese and provide for opera- 
tion of 
the 
courts through the 
bishops. 


The bishops demand that at least 
one party to a marriage must have 
been baptized. This requirement is 
not necessary in the eyes of the de- 
puties. The deputies list the exist- 
ence of venereal disease as an im- 
pediment to marriage and a cause 
for annulment in cases before the 
ecclesiastical courts. The house of 
bishops 
eliminated this on 
the

NEW YORK—Comparisons with 
James Joyce's "Ulysses" frequently 
are made in. reference to "Alexan- 
derplatz, Berlin; the Story of Franz 
Biberkopf, a two-volume novel by 
Alfred Doblin, Berlin physician.
